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Local aid will be less ...but more... than expected 


Miceli defends legislature's Chapter 70 funding budget 


By STEPHEN BJORK 

WILMINGTON - Selectmen were disappointed to find that the 
House and Senate approved local aid figures for fiscal year 2008 
(FY08) are nearly $900,000 lower than those that had been pro- 
posed by Governor Deval Patrick. Despite the legislature's cuts, 
however, Wilmington will still receive nearly $2 million more in 
FY08 than it did in FY07, and nearly $700,000 more than it had 
originally anticipated. 

Local aid is primarily comprised of three main categories: 
Chapter 70, which provides funding for schools; Lottery Aid, which 
is generated by the Mass State Lottery revenues; and Additional 
Assistance, which was established to recognize disparities in 
municipal costs and resources. Since the passage of Proposition 2 
1/2 in the mid-1980's, municipalities have come to rely heavily on

local aid. 

‘Town Manager Michael Caira's FY08 budget proposal, unveiled 
in January, anticipated Chapter 70 funds to come in at $6,081,463. 
The Town's spirits were buoyed significantly when Governor 
Patrick released his proposed state budget in late February, which 
included an allocation of $7,631,919 in Chapter 70 funds for 
Wilmington - $1.5 million more than Caira's budget had anticipat- 
ed. 

An April 4th House and Senate approved budget brought the 
Town back to Earth by allocating $6,758,867 in Chapter 70 funds for 


Wilmington - $873,052 less than Governor Patrick proposed. 

What Caira and several selectmen found most difficult to swal- 
low was the fact that, while Wilmington would receive less, the leg- 
islature's Chapter 70 statewide spending is $20 million more than 
Governor Patrick's had been. 

“The legislature met, and ironically increased the total amount 
statewide for local aid from $200 million to $220 million, but 
decreased the amount for 80-odd communities, including 


Wilmington,” Caira told the selectmen. “It's disappointing to see

WILMINGTON - The Board of 
Health will make its first move 
toward banning the use of arti- 
ficial trans fats in menu items 
served in the Town of 
Wilmington. The Board will 
start the process by proposing 
that food establishments in 
town be required to identify all 
menu items that contain trans 
fats. A public hearing will be 
scheduled for May 1st to fur- 
ther discuss the issue. 

Artificial trans fats are indus- 


trially created through the par- 
tial hydrogenation of plant oils. 
The process was developed in 
the early 1900's and was first 
commercialized as Crisco in 
1911.. The process changes the 
fat's molecular structure and 
greatly increases its shelf life 
and decreasing the need for 
refrigeration. Unlike most nat- 
urally occurring fats, trans fats 
offer no health benefits. In 
fact, consuming trans fats 
increases the risk of coronary

Tax rates for individuals remain the 
same this year, but the brackets have 
been widened. A married couple's 
taxable income up to $15,650 stays in 
the 10-percent bracket; the 15-per- 
cent bracket goes up to $63,700. 
Eamed income up to $128,500 is in 
the 25-percent bracket, and income 
up to $160,850 qualifies for the 28- 
percent rate. Marginal income up to 
$349,700 gets the 33 percent rate; 
above that, marginal income is taxed 
at 35 percent. 

The new top wage base for Social 
Security taxes is $97,500, up $3,300 
from last year. Tax rates remain the 
same: 6.2 percent for FICA, 1.45 for 
Medicare A, twice those for the self- 
employed. The premium for 
Medicare B moves up to $93.50, but 
upper-income seniors will pay more, 
as much as $161.40 for those with a 
Modified Adjusted Gross Income 
over $400,000. 

Deducting mileage? The standard 
business allowance is now 48 1/2 
cents a mile. The rate for medical 
travel and moving rises to 20 cents a 
mile, but charitable driving remains 
at 14 cents

Dog safety tips for children & parents 


We've all seen them. Those 
carefree dog food commercials 
that feature adorable, furry 
puppy's jumping on the laps of 
children, licking their faces 
and, for the most part, being on 
their best behavior.

Most 
kids don't know the first thing 
about being with and training a 
dog, and many parents could 
use some remedial training as 
well. 

Whenever a parent makes the 
important decision to purchase 
a dog for the kids, they should 
also make the commitment to 
enroll the dog (and its adoles- 
cent companion) in formal 
training classes. 

Dogs are pack animals,they 
have a specific way of interact- 


ing, which includes an instine- 
tual manner of communication. 
Learning how to communicate 
effectively with your dog in a 
language he understands is the 
first step toward establishing 
leadership and control.” 

First and foremost, never buy 
a dog as a toy substitute. Dogs 
are living, breathing creatures 
with feelings. Children should 
be taught this fact from an 
early age and should be shown 
how to treat dogs with respect. 
By adopting a new dog for the 
right reasons and instilling the 
right mindset within the child, 
a parent takes the first step in 


avoiding undesired conse- 
quences, such as mistreatment 
and neglect. 


After you have adopted a dog 
for the right reasons, go out 
and find a local trainer imme- 
diately before you become 
“dogged” with bad canine 
habits. In the meantime, here 
are a few safety tips to make 
sure your new pet and your 
child make it together safely to 
their first training class. 

Never leave a child or baby 
alone with a dog. When visiting 
friends or relatives who have a 
dog, do not allow your child to 
play in the yard unsupervised. 
If that is not possible, ask the 
owners to put the dog away.

Anyone would have expect 
my Easter Sunday to be joyous 
given where I was, but instead I 
was restless. When we rolled 
out of Krakow Sunday morning, 
we stopped in a small town an 
hour away called Oswiecim. 
Oswiecim in German is 
Auschwitz, where the largest 
Nazi concentration camp was 
located. 

I spent the day exploring 
Auschwitz-Birkenau by myself, 
occasionally running into a 
friend and exchanging a small 
smile or a brief comment 
before we both carried on our 
separate ways. I hesitantly 
crossed thresholds of all of the 
barracks and stared at the 
sleeping arrangements in each, 
appalled at the size and the 
knowledge that at least six peo- 
ple were forced into each level 
of the bunk. The bunks were 
perfectly preserved and as I 
ran my hands over each I 
thought back to everything I've 
read and recalled the accounts 
of survivors and how each day 
was spent waking up in that 
bunk and wondering if he or 
she would do the same tomor- 
Tow. 

I found that I spent a lot of 
time observing the people 
around me rather than toiling 
with my own __ thoughts. 
Standing at the back of the 
camp where the ruins of the 
crematoriums sat crumbled, 
yet still austere and intimidat- 
ing, I saw one of my friends 
standing in front of a row of 
marble memorials shaped like 
headstones marking a mass 
grave. He bent down, picked up 
a rock and placed it on top of 
the memorial inscribed in 
English and paused for a short 
moment before carrying on. I 
knew it was Jewish tradition to 
leave a small stone on a grave 
rather than flowers, but I had 
never actively seen someone do 
this. I just watched, unsure of 
what to think. When we were 
walking towards the second 
crematorium ruins he said, “I

just don't understand how all of 
this went unnoticed.” 

I thought back to earlier in 
the day when I stood inside the 
camp looking out onto the road 
through the barbed wire fenc- 
ing. I felt trapped as I watched 
two women walking and laugh- 
ing among themselves. Behind 
the women were a series of 
houses in a quaint neighbor- 
hood overlooking the camp. For 
these women, Auschwitz is 
something they've grown up 
near and have grown accus- 
tomed to not associating emo- 
tions toward every time they 
walk past since everyday it 
plays a role in their lives. It is a 
memorial; a field; a place 
where history happened, but 
what did the villagers in 
Auschwitz between 1940 and 
1945 think? How did they spend 
each day on the other side of 
the barbed wire knowing what 
was going in that giant field 
where hundreds of people 
arrived daily in  boxcars 
designed for cargo? I answered 
my own question knowing that 
it was either fear or agreement. 
Unfortunately, to this day 
Krakow, and Poland as a whole, 
remains rather anti-Semitic 
and the Jewish population that 
once thrived never returned. 
Krakow is the first city I've vis- 
ited that does not have a 
Holocaust memorial and | 
found it odd that I noticed its 
absence before I found out 
about any of the anti-Semitism. 

At the conclusion of my self- 
run tour of Auschwitz, I stood 
at the very end of the railroad 
track where the packed railway 
cars would stop and the men, 
women and children would be 
forced out, separated and their 
immediate fates decided: work 
or instant death. Who stood in 
the spot I stood at? Where was 
he or she sent? What did this 
person think as he stood at the 
end of the track, staring at the 
barracks, the barbed wire, and 
the two enormous crematori- 
ums at the back of the camp 
emitting nothing but smoke 
from their chimneys? For the 
first time, I left a location with 
more questions than I knew I'd 
ever have answered and an 
empty feeling that would last 
an entire eight hour bus ride 
home.

The men from Wilmington, 
like their fellow Minutemen had 
experience in the French and 
Indian War twenty years earli- 
ep and were fantiliar with 
“guerrilla” fighting. They did 
not:stand in the traditional line 
and fire at the opposing line, 
but knelt behind stone walls 
and behind trees to take aim at 
the British column as they had 


to slow down and cross a nar- 


row footbridge. 

Thus began and ended the 
Wilmington Minutemen 
engagement in the 
Revolutionary War. 

Several Wilmington men 


joined the forces guarding 
Charlestown and the north 
shore of the Charles River. 
Many of the men went on to 
join the Continental Army, 
Saturday morning at 2 a.m. 
the men and women of the 
Wilmington Company will 
assemble and march off to re- 
enact that brave sojourn into 
history. The sound of muskets 
will be heard until they cross Rt 
38 and they will proceed quietly 
to the Burlington line. 

Perhaps some brave, contem- 
porary Minutemen will. contin- 
ue all the way to Concord.

“This action by the committee 
brings Baby Safe Havens one 
step closer to permanency here 
in the Commonwealth and one 
step closer to saving more 
lives,” commented Finegold 
after his testimony on March 
21, 2007. The legislation, House 
Bill No. 92, accompanied its 
Senate counterpart, Bill No. 
11, An Act to continue the safe 
placement of newborn infants. 

Co-sponsored by two dozen of 
his colleagues from across the 
state, Finegold's proposed leg- 
islation eliminates the June 30, 
2008 expiration clause of the 
original Baby Safe Haven Act. 
In addition, the amendment 
adds 911 emergency responders 
as designated persons for the 
surrender of a newborn infant. 

The Act, which currently des- 
ignates police and fire stations, 
as well as hospitals, as safe 
zones for parents to surrender 
their newborns without fear of 
prosecution, has now saved six 
babies since its inception. 
Three infants have been surren- 
dered in the Merrimack Valley 
while the other three were sur- 
rendered in the Boston area. 
Exact dates and locations of 
surrenders are not immediately 
made public in an effort to pro- 
tect the mothers. 

“We need to keep Baby Safe 
Havens working,” said 
Finegold. “We do many things 
in Government where we never 
see the results. This law has 
produced results. Six babies 
are alive today.” 

To develop and coordinate 
statewide implementation of 
the Safe Haven Act, the 
Department of Social Services 
partnered by the 


Massachusetts Hospital 
Association, | Massachusetts 
Chiefs of Police Association, 
Fire Chiefs Association, 
District Attorneys Association, 
State Police and the Mayor's 
Office of the City of Boston. 

The partnership crafted a 
Baby Safe Haven multimedia 
campaign that focuses on 
informing state residents about 
basic aspects of the Safe Haven 
Law. Radio, TV, billboards and 
transit posters were used to 
reach the target demographic 
of young women between the 
ages of 16 and 29. Site identifi- 
cation decals have been devel- 
oped and are in the process of 
being systematically distrib- 
uted to State Police barracks, 
local Police and Fire 
Departments with reliable 24 
hour staffing and hospitals 
across the state that have 
around the clock acute care 
capacity. 

The website, 
BabySafeHaven.com and toll 
free telephone hotline went live 
on December 28, 2004. Since its 
creation, the hotline has 
received almost 1,200 calls, 
averaging 50 calls per month. 
The majority of callers have 
been female and nearly half of 
the callers are between 15 and 
20 years old. There are many 
reasons for hotline calls includ- 
ing requests for adoption infor- 
mation, general information 
about the Safe Haven as well as 
emotional or physical assis- 
tance. 

An initial evaluation by the 
UMass Center for Adoption 
Research, completed in June, 
2005 indicated that the efforts to 
educate the general public were 
generally working. In a 
statewide survey of 710 adults in 
Massachusetts, 64% of respon- 
dents were familiar with the 
Safe Haven law. Of those famil- 
iar with the law, most heard 
about it from the television 
campaign and nearly all could 
identify its general purpose.

Ribbon Dance 

The workshop starts with a 
presentation of a brief history 
of the Chinese ribbon dance. 
Chico Bin Huang, the artist, 
will then demonstrate the 
choreographic movements and 
explain the difference between 
western and Eastern dance. 
‘The traditional Ribbon dance 
costumes that are beautiful but 
complicated in design and for 
understanding are to be intro- 
duced as well. Children are 
encouraged to speculate the 
correct way the costumes 
should be worn and how the 
costumes pieces go together. 
They usually enjoy the "guess- 
ing" game and have fun in 
offering various/different ideas 
and solutions. However, they 
have sometimes discovered new 
ways of wearing the costumes. 
After completing the costume 
lesson, Chico Bin Huang will 
perform the Fan and Ribbon 
dance. The dance lesson and 
practice then follows. The chil- 
dren will be introduced to vari- 
ous ways of managing/manipu- 
lating the ribbons as a means 
of self-expression.

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tions with the ribbon. Later in 
the workshop, children will 
learn to accompany the ribbon 
dance movements with tradi- 
tional Chinese music and 
improvise a short dance piece 
with different feeling expres- 
sion.

most important idea Chico Bin 
Huang likes to share with is 
With a free spirit and loving 
heart, the ribbons become the 
extension of our arms. It helps 
us to express our feelings, 
whether we are sad or happy. 
Then we become the masters of 
the ribbons and ourselves. 

The History of Chinese 
Ribbon dance 

Chinese Ribbon dance began 
in the Han dynasty (206B.C.- 
420A.D.). It became very popu- 
lar in the Tang dynasty (589- 
907A.D.). Tang is the golden 
age of dance and Art in China 
history. 

There was a very famous 
story about a man who tried to 


kill the Han Emperor. Hsiang 
Po used his sleeve blocked the 
sword and saved the Emperor's 
life and Han people wished to 
remember him with gratitude. 
They choreographed the sleeve 
dance with the dancer holding 
short ribbons to dance. The rib- 
bon was truly the symbol of 
Hsiang Po's sleeve. In Tang 
dynasty, people started using 
longer ribbons and studying 
their motion and movement in 
space: which resulted in more 
variations of the ribbons. A 
long silk ribbon was later 
attached to a stick and it made 
the dance more lively and cre- 
ative. At the heart of ribbon 
dance's enduring popularity is 
the various emotions that mov- 
ing ribbon can portray-passion- 
ate as beautiful rainbow, lithe- 
some as a wondering dragon. 
The dancer is always inspired 
by the sense of freedom. It 
truly creates a free spirit and 
loving heart.

Bomb scare 


Two Reading men arrested 


By PAUL FEELY 

READING - Two Reading men 
were in Woburn District Court 
Monday, arraigned on charges 
stemming from a bomb scare at 
Reading Memorial High School 
late on Easter Sunday. 

The two Reading residents, 
Alden Ward, age 19, of 
Washington Street in Reading 
and Nathan Hayes, 18, of 
Pleasant Street in Reading 
were held overnight on $1,000 
bail and then arraigned 
Monday at Woburn District 
Court on charges of causing a 
false report of a bomb and the 
placement of a hoax device - a 
charge similar that facing two 
men allegedly involved in plac- 
ing devices that depicted elec- 
tronic cartoon characters 
around Boston earlier this year. 

Reading police received a 
report from a young woman at 
7:50 p.m. Sunday who stated she 
had been in a car driving 
around with the two suspects, 
and that they were allegedly 
discussing explosives and vari- 
ous aspects of explosive 
devices. Their discussions 
extended to include a suspicious 
package that was in the vehicle 
with them. The young woman 
reported observing one of the 
suspects place the suspicious 
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package under a fence near the 
upper portion of Reading 
Memorial High School. 

After taking her statement, 
Reading Police Sergeant Mark 
O'Brien went to the school and 
located the package where the 
woman stated it would be. He 
cordoned off the area, and the 
Reading Fire Department and 
State Police bomb squad was 
notified. 

Sgt. O'Brien was able to 
obtain cell phone numbers for 
the two suspects involved, and 
contacted both of them, They 
came down and stated that the 
device was not a bomb but a 
hoax, but the device was deto- 
nated by members of the bomb 
squad “to be on the safe side,” 
according to Reading 
Lieutenant Dick Robbins. 

“It turned out to be nothing,” 
said Lt. Robbins. “It was locat- 
ed in an area away from the 
school. It just appears to be a 
stupid prank, because there was 
nothing near it behind the 
school.” 

The two were held in Reading 
overnight, each on $1,000 bail, 
and were then arraigned in 
Woburn District Court on 
charges of causing a false 
report of a bomb and the place- 
ment of a hoax device.

Caira also pointed out that 
Shawsheen Valley Technical 
High School will be receiving 
less - to the tune of more than 
$300,000 - under the legisla- 
ture's budget than it would 
have under the governor's pro- 
posed budget.

Wilmington —_ approximately 
$80,000 in assessments. 

“In addition to getting hurt 
from the governor's numbers to 
the legislature's numbers, we 
also will be feeling a pinch 
from Shawsheen Tech,” Caira 
said. “If you've read any of the 
accounts and you saw which 
districts got hurt most, you saw 
that Wilmington - unfortunately 
in this case - came in first 
place, Shawsheen Tech also 
made the Top Ten.” 

Last year - to the benefit of 
Wilmington - the legislature 
revamped local aid formulas to 
address disparities in aid given 
to different communities. 
Wilmington has long been on 
the short end of the local aid 
disparities, but last year's leg- 
islative action promised to even 
out the playing field over a 
span of five years. Caira stated 
that Governor Patrick's pro- 
posed budget appeared to be 
trying to accelerate those for- 
mulas. 

Board of Selectmen Chairman 


Raymond Lepore was con- 
cerned that the difference 
between the governor's and the 
legislature's Chapter 70 monies 
might result in Wilmington's 
having to borrow money to bal- 
ance the budget. Caira reiter- 
ated, however, that the town's 
proposed budget, which is bal- 
anced, anticipates even less 
Chapter 70 money than will ulti 
mately be received. 

“Obviously we're disappoint- 
ed, but that said, the number is 
still higher than what we pro- 
jected in our budget estimate,” 
Caira said. “The budget 
remains in balance and if these 
numbers remain as they are, 
we'll be able to go forward 
without any problems, without 
any expectations of cuts in 
FY08. 

Caira regrets that the Town 
won't have the luxury of replen- 
ishing its operating reserves to 
the extent that he would have 
hoped. 

Selectman Michael Newhouse 
pointed out that many commu- 
nities received more money 
under the legislature's budget 
than under the governor's. 

“It would be an easier pill to 
swallow if the legislature had 
cut local aid across the board 
and every town took its hit,” 
Newhouse said. “But for the 
local aid to go up overall and 
down in Wilmington - and a 
couple of our neighboring 
towns as well - that's frustrat- 
ing.”

receive $382,693 more than 
Governor Patrick had pro- 
posed. Likewise, Chelmsford 
will receive $646,547 more and 
Bedford will receive $236,483 
more. 

Tewksbury will receive $84,493 
less under the legislature's bud- 
get than under the governor's. 
Billerica will also be on the 
short end, receiving $236,767 
less. 

On Tuesday afternoon, State 
Representative James Miceli 
defended the legislature's bud- 
get and described Caira's pre- 
sentation of the matter, and the 
reaction of several of the select- 
men, as a “dog and pony show.” 

“The truth of the whole mat- 
ter is that Wilmington received 
much more this year than it 


ever had before,” Miceli said. 
“The increase for Wilmington 
from F'Y07 to FY08 was among 
the very highest in the state - it 
represented a 41 “percent 
increase over last year.” 

Governor Patrick, Miceli 
asserts, did not use the formula 
established by the legislature 
last year. 

“The legislature's budget used 
the same methodology as last 
year, the same methodology 
that Mike Caira and the select- 
men were ecstatic about last 
year,” Miceli said. “If you com- 
pare the growth across the 
board, we are moving 
Wilmington toward equity - 
though I don't like the word 
‘equity’ because Wilmington 
does very well.” 


Take a walk! 
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Williams-Vale, M.D., Chairman 
of the Healthy Wilmington 
Coalition, told the Board of 
Selectmen. “The top one chosen 
was the ‘Wilmington Walks’ pro- 
gram.” 

To facilitate the Wilmington 
Walks program the Coalition 
plans to map-out and publicize all 
of the different walking trails 
that, unbeknownst to many, cur- 
rently exist in Wilmington. The 
proposed maps, which will be 
printed for distribution and will 
also be posted on the Internet, 
will detail each trail's length and 


level of difficulty. Too few resi- 
dents are aware, Williams-Vale 
pointed out, of the resources 
available within town limits. 

“I've been in this town for 10 
years and didn't realize that we 
have a Town Forest,” Williams- 
Vale said. 

The Coalition will endeavor to 
document how the program will 
benefit the community at large. 

“One way to determine the bef: 
efits (experienced by the commu- 
nity) is to pass out pedometers to 
see how far people have walked in 
a year,” Williams-Vale said. “We 
think this is a great program for 


Trans fat, beware 
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heart disease, obesity, and may

The use of trans fats 
increased dramatically in the 
latter part of the twentieth cen- 
tury. Many believe that it is no 
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According to Miceli, those 
communities that experienced 
an increase in the legislature's 
budget had been unfairly treat- 
ed under the governor's pro- 
posed budget. 

“Mike Newhouse looked at the 
increases for a lot of towns, but 
everything is relative,” Miceli 
said. “The governor's budget 
had croaked those towns. Look 
at Chelmsford, the governor's 
budget murdered Chelmsford.” 

Miceli stated that the town's 
balanced budget was never in 
any danger, and that the House 
and Senate Committee would 
never have put through a bud- 
get that would hurt a member 
of the House leadership, like 
himself. 

“That remark Lepore made, 


all the different members of the 
community, including senior citi- 
zens, children, stay-at-home par- 
ents, and people who like to get 
up early to jog.” 

The Coalition is hoping fo land 
an additional $25,000 grant to 
implement the program. Should 
the Coalition be successful in 
obtaining the second grant, a 
kick-off to the Wilmington Walks 
program will be scheduled for the 
upcoming summer or fall. 

“The great news is that even if 
we don't get this grant, the 
Coilition feels very strongly that 
we should stick together,”

TC: What is your feeling about 
40B and Affordable Housing: 
Wilmington? 

West: It's a state mandate and 
conceptually it's a decent piece of 
legislation to help out the less 
affluent in the community. 
However, the downside is when:a 
developer comes in and puts it in 
any part of the town. 10% isa 
floating number and we need to 
evaluate that with Wilmington's 
numbers. The town needs to work 
as a community to meet that 
goal. Crystal Commons is a good 
example of how we got 30% 
affordability in that. We should 
support an inclusionary by-law 
that mandates when housing has 
five units or more 20% needs to 
be affordable. If not, the develop- 
er needs to give us an offset 
amount of money so that we can 
build affordable housing. 

When I was previously on the 
Board, one of my ideas was to 
look at turning the Whitefield 
School into affordable senior 
housing. That idea died when I 
left the Board, but it could pro- 
vide 40 affordable senior units, 
and help Wilmington residents in 
the long run. 

I think an important question is 
really 'How do we make housing 
affordable for the rest of our res- 
idents?' There's only one way we 
can do that. We need to take a 
hard line look at the ways we can 
improve our tax rate. 


‘Would we have to borrow?' was 
plain lunacy,” Miceli said. 
“There was never any threat to 
have to borrow. I would never 
have voted for a budget that 
harmed my two communities. 
We adhered to last year's for- 
mula completely.” 

Miceli can't remember when 
the legislature had ever adopt- 
ed a governor's budget. 

“Anyone who was depending 
on the governor's numbers was 
living in dreamland,” Miceli 
said. “The Superintendent of 
Schools (William McAlduff) go 
it right. At least he had the 
common sense to tell his» staff 
that (the legislature's Chapter 
70 budget) was an increase over 
last year.” 


Williams-Vale said. “We feel 
‘strongly that, regardless of the 
outcome of this grant, we'll be

Selectmen were universally sup- 
portive of the Coalition's plans. 

“I think this is a wonderful 
idea,” said Selectman Suzanne 
Sullivan.

“Ernie is new to the position, 
but I had to find a spot to get 
his bat in the lineup. He’s also 
got a nice arm and a good 
glove,” Caira said. “Mayo is a 
very good leader. He's also a 
strong hitter, who will bat in 
the middle of our lineup, and he 
does what a shortstop is sup- 
posed to do on defense. He’s 
like our quarterback on the 
field.” 

The outfield is an experience 
group, led by senior co-captain 
Eric Legro, a third year starter 
for the Wildcats.

Recently, Wilmington High 
School has confronted the issue 
of acquiring FieldTurf for 
Alumni Field. This is the first 
installment of an exploratory 

series regarding the matter. 

FieldTurf is a synthetic play- 
ing surface designed to feel and 
play like real grass. Aceording 
to the FieldTurf website, the 
surface is durable, harsh- 
weather resistant, and alleged- 
ly cuts down on injuries to the 
extremities of athletes. 

The site also dispels the 
notion that artificial turf is arti- 
ficial turf. The turf that caused 
rug burns and abrasions is 
ancient history. The idea of 
bringing FieldTurf 
Wilmington is not new. 

“It depends on who you talk 
to,” said Selectman Mike 
Newhouse. “A number of people 
have been talking about it for a 
while, months, even years. 
However, it has received public 
attention in the last five months 
or so.” 

Matt Williams is a member of 
Wilmington High School’s stu- 
dent advisory council. He was 
the student representative for 
the School Committee. 
Williams surveyed student-ath- 
letes regarding the turf, with 


mixed results, 

“I did a survey of 99 student- 
athletes over the course of a 
week and the result was that 
the students voted against turf 
51-48,” said Williams. 

He went on to present his find- 
ings at the school committee 
meeting on March 28. There is 
one main reason as to why the

turf would be beneficial.

“Youth athletic groups have a 
serious shortage of filed space. 
It's no secret,” said Newhouse.

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“ It’s been a problem for years. 

Newhouse cited the need for 
the Lacrosse team to practice 
behind the Whitfield School and 
youth soccer teams practicing 
abroad. 

Both Newhouse and Williams 
mentioned the underutilization 
of the field. Natural grass can 
only be used so much before it 
simply wears out. With the 
exception of the spring track 
team, Alumni Field is basically 
dormant the entire spring and 
summer. The grass needs to be 
repaired to be ready for the 
slew of fall teams that use the 
field. 

The FieldTurf would alleviate 
that problem, as it does not 
need to be maintained nearly 
as much as the grass. 

“For example, if having the 
tugf creates 400 hours of play- 
ing time, that is 400 more hours 
that other fields are free,” said 
Newhouse. In addition, more 
games could be played at night. 

A major component in the 
turf issue still remains to be 
seen. A $25,000 study is in the 
works that would determine 
many unsolved questions. 

“Financially, (the benefits) 
remain to be seen,” said 
Newhouse. “We need to study 
the turf versus the mainte- 
nance of the grass, the longevi- 
ty, and how much would be 
saved on an annual basis.” 

Williams’ findings amongst 
the students show some nega- 
tive feelings towards the turf. 

“There is also the issue of 
increased cuts and turf burns,” 
said Williams, “Which takes 
players off the field to get the 
blood taken care of, and which 
could also lead to problems 
with infections. There are sev- 
eral documented cases of stu- 
dent athletes being hospitalized

for severe infections that they 
get from turf burns. 

“I obviously can't guarantee 
that will be a problem for 
Wilmington, but we have a huge 
goose problem. It is not uncom- 
mon for football players to get 
infected cuts from our practice 
field, which is commonly 
grazed by the geese. If people 
are getting more cuts from the 
turf, it makes sense that there 
could be more cases of infec- 
tions. That's just putting two 
and two together.” 

Williams did say that it was 
indeed FieldTurf that the play- 
ers were referring to, which is 


a direct contradiction to the 
FieldTurf website. 

Williams also said that the 
turf is allegedly less slippery in 
the rain, but “some experienced 
players” also dispute that. 

And where there are financial 
benefits, there are some nega- 
tives as well. 

“The track team can't throw 
on turf, so we would have to 
spend an estimated $20,000 to 
accommodate the throwers,” 
said Williams. “One idea I've 
heard of for the javelin throw- 
ers is to have them start their 
run at the cage entrance, and 
throw towards the softball field, 


which is adjacent to the walk- 
way and entrance to the field.” 

Also, many other sports need 
new equipment. Williams 
talked about the warped basket- 
ball rims and patched up 
wrestling mats. 

This is a difficult issue, with 
the current field in poor shape 
with it’s inadequate drainage 
system, and some athletes find- 
ing the new turf hazardous. 

Once the money is raised for 
the study to be performed, the 
picture will be much clearer. 
Until then, the case rolls on.

“Grindhouse” is pure.

The idea behind this film 
was for filmmakers Robert 
Rodriguez and Quentin 
Tarantino to re-create a 
cheesy. double feature as it 
might have been experienced 
al a rundown movie house in

For your money you get 
two morally reprehensible 
features and a slew of fake 
trailers for nonexistent 
exploitation flicks. 

As long as Rodriguez and 
Tarantino are consciously 
spoofing the conventions of 
grindhouse fare, the films are 
great. But at times both 
appear to begin to take them- 
selves too seriously, and the 
stories grind to a halt

Which is 
to say that way too much of 
“Death Proof” is devoted to 
actresses sitting around 
spewing “hip” dialogue. 

“Grindhouse” has plenty 
of fun moments, and with a 
running time of more than 
three hours you can’t com- 
plain that you didn’t get your 
money’s worth.

New focus on 
asthma control 
to help patients 


breathe easier

WASHINGTON (AP) - Only 
one in five children with asth- 
ma has the disease under good 
control, sobering findings that 
are helping to fuel a shift in 
care. 

The change: A_ stronger 
focus on day-to-day symptoms, 
not just the bad attacks, so that 
more of the 20.5 million 
Americans of all ages who have 
asthma can breathe easier 
without limiting their activities. 

Federal guidelines due this 
summer are expected to urge 
doctors to more closely monitor 
whether treatment is truly con- 
trolling everyday symptoms 
and improving patients' quality 
of life _ and to adjust therapy 
until it does. 

Already, a campaign is 
under way to teach patients to 
recognize they need better help, 
and how to convey that to a doc- 
tor. If the doctor's happy that 
you've had no flare-ups but 
doesn't know you had to quit 
playing soccer to do it, you're 
not achieving good control. 

Too often, physicians don't 
realize how severe symptoms 
are, says Dr. Jill Halterman, a 
pediatric asthma specialist at 
the University of Rochester. 
With children, their own par- 
ents may underestimate symp- 
toms. 

It's more complicated than 
denial: When wheezing while 
running or waking up at night 
coughing has been routine for 
years, people may not know to 


complain. 
"It may be part of what they 
view as normal," says 


Halterman, who is studying the 
control gap. "We're hoping we 
can change that so the goal can 
really be for the child to have 
no symptoms and no limitations 
on activities." 

That's the goal for adults, 
too, as specialists shift from 
asthma's severity as the chief 
treatment guide to this broader 
goal of asthma control, adds Dr. 
Allan Laskin of the University 
of Wiscorisin in Madison.

Brush up on flossing skills 


Routine visits to the dentist's 
chair typically end the same 
each time - with the hygienist 
saying that you have to floss 
better. In most cases you are 
still reeling from an hour spent 
having your teeth picked, prod- 
ded and power washed, so you 
may not think to ask just what 
proper flossing technique is. 

Proper flossing does remain 
a mystery to many people. No 
matter how well you think 
you're doing, there's always 
room for improvement. 

According to most dentists, 
no matter how vigorous or how 
frequently you brush your 
teeth, brushing alone does not 
equate to oral health - flossing 
is a must. In fact, according to 
the Web site Dentistry.com, if 
you were to toss out your tooth- 
brush and floss properly, once 
or twice every day, you would 
achieve better dental health 
than brushing alone, three, four, 
or ten times a day. Not that any- 
one is saying to give up on 
brushing. 

Flossing helps clean the 
teeth in the areas where a 
brush just can't reach. This 
includes between the teeth and 
under the gumline. This process 
helps remove plaque, a sticky 
substance that accumulates on 
teeth and hardens over time. If 
left untreated, plaque deposits 
can eventually lead to gum dis- 
ease and tooth decay. 

HOW TO FLOSS 

1, Take your favorite variety 
of floss (more on floss types to 
follow) and pull off about 18 
inches. Wrap each end around 
the middle fingers of both 
hands to form a string to use. 

2. Firmly grasp the floss 
slack with your index fingers. 

3. Forming a C shape, care- 
fully slide the floss up and down 
the side of a tooth between the 
teeth and beneath the gumline. 


4, Repeat the process on the the 


other side of the tooth. Continue 
flossing one tooth at a time - 
both sides - until you've done all 
of your teeth. Unravel a new 
stretch of floss from your mid- 
dle fingers for each tooth. 

5. You may need a new piece 
of floss from the spool to do the 


and bad breath. 
Dr. Michael F. Roizen, a pre- 
ventive gerontologist at the 
University of Chicago, along 
with other scientists, have 
found that flossing one's teeth 
regularly can have a huge 
effect on one's age. In his sys- 
tem, called RealAge, it is said 
that flossing regularly can 
increase a _ person's life 
expectancy by six years. The 
reason is that if bacteria that 
causes periodontal disease is 
allowed to build up, it can trig- 
ger an immune reaction which 
can cause your arteries to age.

partment has issued a warn- 
ing to area residents, who are 
urged to leave those purses, 
GPS units, iPods, digital cam- 
eras and other valuables at 
home. 

“Every year, we encounter 
the same problem. People 
leave valuables in their vehi- 
cles under the seat, in the 
glovebox, or under an item of 
clothing and they then leave 
to walk the lake. But 90 per- 
cent of the time, [the thieves] 
are watching and waiting for 
the perfect time to strike,” 
explained the Wakefield 
Police Department’s Executive 
Officer, Lieutenant Jack 
MacKay. 

In recent months, the 
Wakefield Police Department 
has seen a significant de- 
crease in the number of car 
breaks and related thefts at 
the head of Lake Quanna- 
powitt, thanks to a popular 
hot dog stand that’s stationed 
off Lowell Street near the 
Route 129 Rotary during the 
warmer months. 

But the thefts continue to 
occur in other parking areas 
near the lake and even the 
head of Lake Quannapowitt 


seems to be fair game during 
the colder months, when 
police bike patrols and the hot 
dog stand are not present. 

Some thieves are pretty 
slick when it comes to out- 
smarting their victims. Instead 
of stealing an entire wallet or 
purse, they’ll take just one 
credit card and in many 
cases, the damage is done 
well before the victim even 
realizes the card has been 
stolen.
